$50 or more in cash wages to 
a cook, maid, laundress, or any 
other household employee dur 
ing the calendar quarter, Re 
turns must be filed after 
close of each calendar quarter 
and are due April 30, July 31, 
October 31 and January 31 of 
every year, 

Most household employers 
Will make their reports on 
Form 942. This is a special sim- 
plified form printed on the 
back of a return envelope, If 
you are a household employer 
who is already on the mailing 
list of the District Director of 
Internal Revenue, one of these 
forms was mailed to you before 
the end of December. If social 
security taxes are due from a 
household employer who is not 
now on the mailing list, the 
employer should ask the Dis- 
trict Director far the form and 
give him or her name and .ad- 
dress to be added to the mail- 
ing list before the next quar- 
terly return is due. 

The amount of social secur- 
ity tax is 4 and one-half per 
cent of the total cash wages 
paid to a household worker in 
a calendar quarter. The em- 
ployee is expected to share this 
tax with the employer, how- 
ever, it is the obligation of the 
employer to report and remit! 
the total tax of 4 and one-hali 
per cent of the District Direct- 
or of Internal Revenue. While 
the $50 cash wage test applies 
Separately to each household 
worker in your employ, no re- 
port or social security tax ts 
due on any household worker 
to whom you pay less than $50 
in cash during the calendar 
quarter, Mr. Scott pointed out.

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During the next five years, Iraq will spend more than one 


billion dollars on a bold and ima inative development program 
embracing every facet of the nation’s economy—irrigation and 
agriculture, industry, communications housing, health, education 
and training, culture, recreation and holiday resorts, 


Various projects in all these fields have already achieved 


notable progress over the past few years, but the new five-year 
plan emphasizes an integrated appro?*h to the problems of the 
nation. The plan is financed by 70 per cent of the total oil 
revenues (estimated at 200 million dollars a year) and the 
development budget will increase to well beyond the billion- 
dollar mark as oil revenues STOW. 2 


The lion’s share of the funds will go towards expanding the 


¢ vast irrigation program which will take fifty years to complete 
in its entirety. But even if all construction work stopped at the , 
end of the current period, authorities estimate that Iraq would 
receive a ten-fold return on its investment through the increased 
productivity of the land and the control of floods. . 


In the field of industrialization, the five-year plan calls for

To raise the nation’s health standards, the Development Board .

: Trust Bank, and no funds can be withdrawn except those 
“necessary for Operation and Maintenance, 

The District’s supplier of natural gas, Southern 
Natural Gas Company, applied to the Federal Power Com- 
mission for a 33'5% rate increase to become effective 
February 14, 1958. The Gas District was one of the first 
customers to file a protest with the Federal Power Com- 
mission, By precedent, the Southern Natural Gas Com- 
pany could put this increase in effect under bond on 
February 14, 1958, This precedent was established by the 
Federal Power Commission in 1938 in compliance with the 
Natural Gas Act. 

Basis for the increase, as applied for by Southern 
Natural, is the increased cost of gas in the field, and an 
expansion program necessitated by the tremendous in- 
crease in the demand for natural gas. Every customer on 
Southern’s line needs more gas to serve its customers now, 
or the winter of 1958-59 at the latest. It is the Opinion of 
independent rate experts engaged by the Alabama Muni- 
cipal Gas Association and: the Georgia Municipal Gis 
Association that Southern ‘has a basis for an increase, 
in order to meet the gas requirements of its customers, 

In a recent decision the U. S. Circuit Court of A»- 
peals, District of Columbia, has ruled that gas companies 
regulated by the Federal Power Commission cannot effect 
rate increases without the consent of their customers, or 
prior to a hearing before the Commission. Since the court's 
decision, however, the Commission has authorized certain 
£as companies to proceed with increases under bond. This 
action has caused untold confusion in the industry. 


A previous increase by Southern of approximately 

10% was absorbed by the District, Novy faced with t'e 

likely prospect of a second substantial incresse, and in 

{' view of the upward trend in costs of supplies, material 

and manpower, the Board took the only sensible course 
open—to adjust rates to meet its obligations, 


The rates newly adopted by the District were designed 
to afford protection against other increases in the future, 
as nearly as practical. The announcement of the increases 
was given our customers as soon as pussible, in order that 
they might be aware of the problems confronting the Gas 
District. 

The District will just be able to meet its obligations 
for the fiscal year 1958-59 with the new rates. There will
